Tlip "Summer White House" In 
the Cufiter State Park in the Black 
Hills of South Dakota, where Pros 
dent CoolidRe will spend the sum 

mer months, adjoins the Black 
Hills National Forest and the Har 
ney National Forest, which are no 
only rich in Indian lore and plo 
nepr historic Interest, hut furnish 
one of the rnrllest examples of for­ 
est innnuKCinrnt in the United 
States. The President will there­ 
fore have the opportunity both of 
enjoying the hospitality of the state 
of South Dakota and of making 
ilmself at home on a million-acre 
federal forest estate. 

The state park of 60,000 acres 
where the summer White House is 
ocated, is adjacent to the Harm-) 
National Forest and a few mile* 
south of the Black Hills National 
Forest. This park was the south­ 
east corner of the Harney National 
Forest until the federal government 
exchanged It, :ia a solid block, for 
stale lands scattered throughout 
t le federal holdings.

Pictures in Colors 
Now Sent by Wire 

Across Continent
It Is now possible to transmit 

commercial!}' pictures In thrpo or 
more colors across the continent by 
telephone service. 

The principle or such transmis­ 
sion Is the same as tlmt employed 
In sending black and white photo­ 
graphs by wire. The picture tu be 
sent Is usually provided In the form 
of a negative, ffenernlly on plnss, 
and from this a positive IB made on 
a celluloid film five by seven 
Inches, which la placed In the cyl­ 
indrical film-holding frame at the 
somllnK end. Simultaneously an 
nnexposetl film Is placed on a cyl­ 
inder at the receiving end and the 
two cylinders are started at the 
same moment by a sternal from one 
end. , 

The time of transmission for a 
black and white photograph IB 
about seven minutes. The time 
required for transmitting colored 
pictures depends upon the number 
of colors, as a separate transmis­ 
sion must be used for each color. 
Thus in a three-color print three 
separate plates are used. The same 
method is employed In making 
these plates as in printing. The 
print IH photographed through col­ 
ored screes which filter out the col­ 
ors not to be recorded on the pho­ 
tographic plate. 

It is expected that the transmis­ 
sion of colored prints by telephone 
will lie especially useful In for­ 
warding textile and style pictures. 
In thin way a buyer just arriving

oivd photographs of the newest 
fashions will be able to distribute 
these photographs Immediately to 
practically every section ni tho 
United States.  .
